In overruling the demurrer filed by the

It set forth that the petition of 
Pastor Janzow had failed to state a cause 
for action. 

In disposing of the demurrer at the 
hearing in room 509, Railway Exchange 
bullding, Fourth and Chestnut strects, 
Commissioner Higginbotham said: 

“To call a soldier a coward, a physician 
ignorant, a lawyer a knave, a tradesman 
dishonest or a bankrupt would most cer- 
tainly be grounds for a damage suit. 

“To accuse a minister of the gospel of 
profiigacy, circulating anarchistic doctrine, 
with unfitness to teach, with not being of 
good moral character, with belng a liar or 
dishonest in most certainly actionable. 
“We will proceed with the taking of depo- 
sitions.”’ 

Attorney Wehrenbrecht at once mada ob- 
jection, saying that should the case be de- 
cided againat the defendants, he would 
carry it to higher courts.

Jack Hanson of 104 Sutter avenue, 
a 8t. Louis County saloon keeper, 
admitted this afternoon that while acting 
as a special deputy sheriff last night he 
fired the shot which fatally wounded Harry 


1D. Bullock, said to have been a “booster” 


for gambling establishmegts near Delmar 
Garden, who died early this morning at the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium. 

The St. Louts County authorities, in- 
cluding Sheriff Hencken, who for 12 hours 
after the killing refused to give the details 
to the city police, hold Hanson blameless. 

Hanson says that he was standing with 
Justice I. W. Campbell late last night in 
Morische’s Grove, néar Delmar Garden, 
when they were dproached by a racehorse 
man known to them as Finn. 

‘There's a man around the garden who 
has threatened to kill me, and he just 
drew a gun on me,” said Finn. 

Bulleck appeared a few minutes later, 
and Finn exclaimed ‘“That’s the man.” 

Hanson and Justice Campbell say that 
Hanson was immediately sworn in a8 a4 
deputy sheriff by the justice. with instruc- 
tiens to arrest the man and search him for 
concealed weapons. 
son says he found @ revolver in his hip 
pocket. 

“He otruck at mé,”’ said Hanson, “and I 
dodged. Wis fist struck Campbell, knock- 
ing him down. ‘Then he broke away and 
ran, both of us chasing him. 

‘Someone .from the Illinois Hotel 
wounding me in the hand. 

‘I fired two shots, and it must have been 
one of these which gave him his fatal 
wound. I did not think at the time that 
IT had hit him, although he fell. I thought 
he had stumbled, for when T got to him 
he put up a fight for 0 minutes. 

“IT overpowered the man, took him to 
Mueller’s saloon and then turned him over 
to Watchman Fred Bouquet and Constable 
George Bode. They took him to the sant- 
tarjum, and until they returned I did not 
know he was seriously wounded.” 

Justice Campbell told the same story as 
Hanson, but withheld it until an audience 
with representatives of the chy police 
farce at Delmar Garden, resulting from the 
request of Chief Kiely for information re- 
garding the tragedy. 

During the morning Hanson had made 
himself inaccessible at his home, Justice 
Campbell had refused to talk, saying the 
newspapers had printed enough about 8t. 
Louis County officials, and no other county 
official except Prosecuting Attorney John- 
son had consented to make a statement re- 
garding the affair. Mr. Johnson said that 
Hanson did the killing, and that he would 
institute. prosecution if the latter were 
shown to have exceeded his autanety as 
deputy sheriff 

Sheriff Hencken said this afternoon that 
he left the Delmar Garden neighborhood 
at & o'clock last night and did not return 
until after he heard of the shooting. He 
found Bullock's revolver and that of Han- 
son in care of Justice Campbell. 

Deputy Sheriff Bellairs says that Bul- 
lock was wanted by the county authorities 
on the charge of highway robbery, having 
been suspected of aiding Matt Leslie, now 
in the Clayton jail on the charge of having 
robbed M. M. Swanson, an Epworth Hotel 
guest, by the use of “‘knockout drops.” 


Bullock after being shot was carried into 
the saloon of P. J. Mueller at 470i 
Delmar boulevard, and when it was 
found that his injuries were critical 
he was taken over to the Epworth 
Hotel, where the house physician, Dr.

| California University Professor Pays 

High Compliment to Spain's Ad- 
ministration in Philippines. 


Gavants of the International Congress of 
Arts and Sciences at the World's Fair evi- 
‘dently do not bélieve in giving the people 
of the Philippines independence. At this 
morning’s session two professors argued 
that the United States should hold the 
‘ipines subject to its power. 

The first speaker was Prof. Paul 58. 
einsch of the University of Wisconsin, 
*ho stated that it would be many years 
before even a consideration of Filipino in- 
dependence would be in order, and that in 
the meantime the Philippines should be ex- 
'ploited and their towns and citles devel- 
oped to the utmost, as the progress of any 
people depended upon communal life. 

rof. Bernard Moses of the Univereity of 
aiiforeax who formerly served on the 
Philippine commission, argued that the 
question of Filipino independence was pure- 
ly an academic one. It was his belief that 
the United States would not act wisely 
in granting Indapendence to the people of 
the Philippines, as, if we did not avers 
them, some other strong power would 

He siated that the present tendency ‘was 
not toward new governments, but rather 
toward the extension of power of great 
governments already established. He found 
occasion to express his belief, also, that 
there was no strong Filipino sentiment for 
ndependence, as we understand it. 

The speaker paid a high compliment to 
Spain's administration of Philippine affairs, 
Saying the Filipinos owed whatever they 
posseased of civilization and enlightenment 
to Spain. 

It was his belief that it would take 1000 
years to fit the Filipinos for self-govern- 
ment. :

AMERICAN INFANTS ABROAD. 

A protectionist contemporary calls attention to the fact that between the fiscal 
years 1894 and 1903 our exports of agricultural implements increased from $5,000,000 
to $21,000,000; of carriages, cars, etc., from $3,500,000 to $10,500,000; of builders’ 
2 Pesci from $2,000,000 to $7,500,000; of electrical machinery, from practically 
none to $6,000,000; of typewriters, from practically none to $4,000,000; of boots and 
shees, from $800,000 to $6,000,000; of papers and manufacturers of paper, not in- 
cluding printed matter, from $2,000,000 to $7,000,000; of manufacturers of wood, not 
{ucluding lumber or staves from $28,000,000 to $58,000,000, and of other manufacturers 
in preportion. 

To make the record complete it should be added that we protect our infant 
manufacturers, mostly trusts, by duties of 85 per cent and upwards on carriages, 
of 45 per cent and upward on builders’ hardware, electrical machinery and type- 
writers; 25, 50 and 60 per cent and upward on boots and shoes; 25 and 35 per cent 
aid upwards on manufacturers of paper and from 20 to 35 per cent on manu- 
facturers of wood. 

These duties are necéssary to protect American industries when the foreign- 
er pays the freight, but American industries can run the foreigner out of his own 
mnarket when they have to pay the freight themselves as well as duties at the 
other end. Is not this a beautiful system to which to ask the American people to 
“stand pat?” 
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TIME TO STOP. 
“Do our opponents intend to cut down the navy?” asks President Roosevelt. 
No, they do not intend to cut down the navy. But they do intend to set a limit 
to the insane expansior that is making it take more from the treasury this year 
than all the civil departments of the government together took in the first year 
of McKinley. 
In the fiscal year 1897 the navy cost $34,561,546. In 1898, including the Spanish 
war to the eve of Santiago it cost $58,823,985. In 1899, including the remainder of 
the Spanish war and the principal operations in the Philippines, it cost $63,942,104. 
In the last year of the McKinley administration it called for $60,506,978. For the 
present year of undisturbed peace the naval appropriation is $98,005,140.94. 
The cost of the navy has tripled in seven years, and Mr. Roosevelt says: “We 
delieve that the progress that we have made may be taken as a measuré of the 
progress we shall continue to make if the people again intrust the government of 
the nation to our hands. We do not stand still.”
